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ADDRESS OF SENATOR MILLARD E,. TYDINGS TO THE 
PHILIPPINE CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 


Mr, President, gentleman of the Constitutional Con- 
vention and citienzs of the Philippine Islands: 

I am grateful for your kind invitation to address 
this Convention for it offers an appropriate appornunity to 
discuss our past common relathonship and to consider the 
problems of the future incident to independence for the 
Philippine Islands. 

For more than three decades our two countries and 
peoples, through separated by thousands of miles, have 
enjoyed economic and political wnion, During that period 
both countries have traveled far along the highway of pro- 
eress. We are now approaching a permanent dissolution of 
our present relationship. Therefore, it is fitting and 
wise that we counsel together and, in an atmosphere of 
an unalloyed truth and compelte frankness, search for 


the means and measures most likely to achieve our avowed 


parposes. 


HISTORICAL. 


The United States of America did not secure posses 
sion of the Philippine Islands by deleberate design. Our 
sovereignty here was a consequence of arged hostility, 
the cause of which was ten thousands miles from the city 
of Manila. At the conclusion of that conflict, through a 
series of unforseen events, the Philippine Islands bacame 
a part of the territory of the United States. 
However, at the very start of our soverignty, a 
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national policy was declared that our control and posses- 
sion of the Islands would be but temporary; that eventually 
after law and owder and a stable self-government were 

established over a period of years, we would relinguish all 

rights, conrol and soverignty over the Filipine people. 
This national policy, uttered ever thirty years age, has 
been reiterated by every President of the United States 
since the administration of President McKinley. 

In 1916, the Congress of the United States formally 


proclaimed it threugh the enactment of the Jones Law. 

This year, upon the open, direct and specific request 

of the *411ipino people, who sent representatives te Washing 

i | ton to obtain it, the Gevermment of the United States, in 
spite of the great difficulties attendant upon it, enacted 
@ law which provides for complete and absolute independence 
for the people of the Philippine Islands within a de- 
finite and short period of tine. 

I repeat that this action upon the part of the Amrei- 
can policy of thirty-four years standing; but, more parti- 
ecularly, action was taken at this at this time upon the 
insistent request of the authorized representatives of the 
Filipine people whe were sent to Washington to obtain the 
enactment of the independece Law. 

Fellowing the passage of that Law, commonly known as 
the Tydings+MeDuffie Act, its provisions were considered 
and discuss by the 7ilipine Legislature, which body accepte 
ted it for and on behalf of the Filipine peeple on May 1, 1

Heturally, in the enactment of any independence Law, 
there were many differing opinions for the dispesition of 
the matter. Tjere were those who thought that inmediate 
independence was best; others wanted the independence ques- 
tion postponed for from twenty five years; while still 
others hold that independence should not be considered at a 
all at this time. 

After extensive hearings, the time of limit of appro- 
ximately twelve years fron the date of the enactment of 
the law was thought te offer the best opportunity to carry 
out the national policy of the United States and to 
accede to the Filipino yequest for definite action. 

The Law itself, among the other things, provides for 
certain mandatory provisions in the now Philippine Constitu 
tion prior to actual independence; for submission of that 
Constitution to the President of the Ynited states for 
his approval; than for submission of the Constitution to 
the Fizipine people fir their approvals; for matters affec- 
ting international treaties and property rights; for peli- 
tical relations 6f the islands with the United States 
pending complete independence for recognition of “ilipine 
people independence and for the withdrawal of American 
Severignty over the Islands; for the neutralization of 
the Philippines; for notification to foreign governments of 
actual and complete independence; for tariff duties before 
and after independence; for Filipino inmigzation to Cen 
timental United States; for the payment of the Philippine 
bonded indebtedness, the payment of which has been movally 
guareanteed by the United States Sf america, and for other 


matters of equal import. 
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Like all legislative matters, the independence act pay 
have its imperfections, yet it is doubtful af another could 
bedrawn, which, as a whole, would netter accomplish the 
objects desired and which would have been at at that 
time acceptable to both the american and “i2ipino people. 


THE EXPORT TAX AND PAYMENT OF PHILIPPINE BONDED 
INDEBTEDNESS, 


The export-tax provisions of the independence law 
seon to have evoked the most discussion in the Islands. 
It is well to note that these export-tax provisions were in 
serted te accomplish the three Sellowing purposes; first, 
to sett&e accounts completely between the Philippines and 
the United States when actual independence is obtained, 
se that the Inited States might not be kept in the posi- 
5ien ef guranteeing the payment of another country’s obli- 
gation, in which country it has no voice in the conduct 
of affairs; secondly, the payment of this debt will start 
the independe:zice Pilipine mation upon its way free of all 
indebtedness whatsoever, and hence place the new “1lipino 





nation in the strongest position possible for the settie- 
ment ef then existing independence problems and for con- 
ducting the affairs, béth internal and external, of an enti 
tirely newly born countrys; third; for five years the 
export tax dees no apply on filipine products. *hese 

taxes begin and increase the sixth, seventh, eighth, ninth, 
and tenth years. After ten years, while export taxes will 
necessarily have to be paid by pilipine producers, many 
times greater than the export taxes, whenever the filipine 


people send their products ti the “noted Stats for sale 
there. Such taxes are now paid by producers of all other 
gountries upen the entry of their prodeuts unte the 
United States. Obviously, therefore, the imposition of

In 19335 the Philippine Department of Agriculture and 
atural Resources stated that the total value of our 
entire agricultural production was two hundred eighty-four 
millden pesos (284,000,000). it also reported that 
of this production one hundred seventy-four million pesos 
(B2.74,000,000) were shipped and sold to the United States. 
tn other words, sixty- percent (60%) ef the entire agri- 
eultural production of the Philippine Ielands in the yaer 
1953 was sold in the free markets.of the “nited states, and 


only forty peréent (40%) was consumed at home or sold

the United States, After independence this will not be 
the case. 

Yor the past twenty-five years the 4ilipino people 
gave had and easy access to the richest market in the 
worlds and in that market yoy hove enjoyed both a visible 
and invisible balanee of trade, The visible balance of 
trade arising from the exchange of products betwwen the 
Philippings and the United States, not ingluding god, azcun 
amoumts to about sixty million feses §60,0003000) 

@ year over many years, which is in your favor. This shows 
that you have sold us sixty million pesos (P60,000,000) per 
year more of your products than yoy have bought of products 
from the United States of America, This caused a flow of a 
wealth fr-m the United Staeéé te the Philippine islands, 
whieh has made your people prosperous and which has raised 
the standard of living here to a point which, 1 believe, 
ie greater than than that of amy other peeple ox the 
Orient. 

Moreover, it has permitted the Filipine people,

Anticepating the full consequence ef complete and, 
absolute independence, it will be necessary to make such co 
st-of-production adjustment of the things which you pso- 
duce and sell as will permit the Philippines to successfull 
compete with other countries producing similar products 
fer sale nodt only in thé United States market but én all 
the markets of the world. 

That such cost-of-production adjustments are necéssary 
can be illustrated by commenting on a single product which 
yeu export in great business abundance. The present 
cost ce i. fe, to New York of shgar averages five peses 
and forty centavos (#5.40) per 100 pounds compared with the 
Cuban cost of three pesos and eighty centavos (P3.80) 
per 100pounds and the Javan cost of about two pesos (PR) 
per 100 pounds. The higher cost of producing Philippine 
sugar is due partly to lewer production per acre as compare 
with Java, partly to higher wages and partly to other 
factors. The sost of productions perhaps could be reduced 
so as to permit cometition with Cuban sugar, only by severe 
ly cutting down capital investements, which is high in the 
Philippine Islands where most of the mills have been built 
ghen constructuin ahd material costs were high. It is 
doubtful, however, whether this alone would permit Phi- 
lippine sugar to compete with that of Cuba and Java after 
you are an independent natéem. Indeed, some informed 
Filipine economists have stated it will be necessary to 
reduce wages by at least fifty percent (50%). the sams 
effect could be obtained by devaluing the peso, but it 
should be stated that such an expedient is attended with 
other @iffieulties and may offer but temporary relief.
